Why Archbishop Walsh Was Summoned 
to Rome. 


4 PROPOSITION TO ABANDON HOME 


Preparing for War in Oentral America— 
The Fisheries Question — Belgium’s 
Neutrality — Premier Macdonald in a 
Quandary as to Reciprocity—The Ist of 
May in France. 


Loxpox, March 2%.—Prominent Irishmen 
are commenting bitterly on the news from 
Rome that the Pope isagain endeavoring to 
make a handle of the Irish cause to make the 
diplomatic concession, from great Britain to 
the Vatican. According to trustworthy ad- 
vices from Rome the object for sending for 
Archbishop Walsh was notto ascertain the 
condition of Ireland, but to find out how far 
that condition could be used for papal pur- 
poses. Itis said that the papal proposition 
is that Ireland shall virtually abandon the 
demand for home rule, contenting itself with 
provincial councils, or something of that 
sort, and the British Government, in return 
for this concession secured through the influ- 
ence of the church, shall follow the example 
of other leading European countries and sta- 
Mon an am sador at the Vatican. Arch- 
bishop W is said to be in a most embar-

church. His friends hope that he will suc- 
ceed in convincing the Pontiff that such a 
programme is improbable inthe present tem- 
per of the Irish people, and would simply in- 
volve injury to the church without any com- 
pensation in the way of the coveted diploma- 
tic arrangement. 

THE COURT- HOUSE BURNED. 

Cork, March 28.—The court-house, in which 
Michael ‘Brien Dalton was being tried 
for attacking the police at Tipperary, caught 
fire yesterday and was totally destroyed. 
The city and county offices, the council 
chamber and courts were in the building. 
Some archives were saved but many papers 
and books dating back for centuries were 
lost. Several lives might have been lost but 
for the coolness of the judge and police. 

NOT GUILTY. 

Temporary quarters having been secured 
by the officers of the court, the case of the 
Government against Mr. Michael O’Brien 
Dalton and others, charged with rioting and 
assaulting the police at the time of the trial 
of Messrs. O’Brien and Dillon at Tipperary, 
was, contrary to expectation, resumed this 
morning. The charge of the Judge to the 
jury, which was yesterday interrupted by the 
outbreak of fire inthe Court-house and the 
consequent adjournment of the proceedings, 
was resumed and completed. After retiring 
for deliberation the jury returned and report- 
ed that they had been unable to agree as to 
the case of Mr. Dalton. Astothe other de- 
fendants to the action they handedin a ver- 
dict of not guilty. The announcement of the 
result of the trial was received with out- 
burst of applause by the large number of per- 
sonal friends and political sympathizers of 
the prisoners who were present. 

The announcement that the jury acquitted 
all the prisoners except Mr. Dalton Is incor- 
rect. They also failed to agree upon a ver- 
nictin the case of Mr. Gill, who was also 
charged with rioting, etc. 


THE FISHER ES QUESTION. 


SALISBURY’S EFFORTS TO BRING ABOUT A 
SOLUTION. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, March 28.—It is asserted 
in reliable quarters that, as a partial solution 
to the Newfoundland question, Lord Salis- 
bury is using every effort to bring about a 
confederation of that colony with the Domin- 
ion. A member of the Cabinet here said that 
he believed Newfoundland would bea great 
acquisition to the Dominion, and that the 
Government would giadly welcome any rea- 
sonable proposition by which the union might 
be attained. 

The main obstacle in the way of federation 
which would complete the consolidation of all 
of the British posessions in North America 
would be the determined opposition many of 
the leading merchants of Newfoundland 
would offer as it would destroy the monopoly 
they now enjoy in trade. These merchants 
he said virtually control the electorate among 
whom their influence rules supreme. Speak 
ing of the proposed commercial treaty recent- 
ly negotiated between the United States and 
Newfoundiand he said that nothing more 
disastrous could befall the commercial wel- 
fare of the Dominion than the ratification of 
such a treaty independent of Canada. 

For this reason Sir John Macdonald inter- 
fered and used his timely influence with 
Lord Salisbury in defeating the scheme of the 
Newfoundlanders. 

THE FRENCH VIEW. 

Lorpor, March 28.—The Journal des Debate of 
Paris, in an article on the Newfoundland 
question, expresses satisfaction with the con- 
vention recently concluded. It regards the 
presence of Queen Victoria and Lord Salis- 
bury in France as an excellent symptom of 
the situation. England, it says, has acted 
perfectly correctly towards France, but has 
displayed remarkable weakness in dealing 
with Newfoundland. 

The Times, commenting on the foregoing, 
warns France that England does not intend 
to dragoon her colonies, and reminds New- 
foundiand that foreign opinion asks whether 
she has desire to become a French colony. 

NEWFOUNDLAND’S ENVOYS. 

HALIFAX, Nova Scotia, March 2.—The 
Lower House of the Newfoundland Legis- 
lature has appointed Premier Sir William 
Whiteway, Speaker Emerson and Mr. Morine, 
leader of the opposition delegates, to proceed 
to England to oppose the adoption of the Im- 
perial coercion laws. The Legislative Council 
will appoint Hon. A. W. Harvey and Mr. 
Pitts. The delegates will leave by the first 
steamer for England via Halifax. 

TH® BAIT ACT. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, March 28.—Inquiry in 
official circles fails to elicit any confirmation 
of the report from Gloucester, Mass., that 
the Newfoundland authorities had decided to 
issue bait licenses to American fishing vessels 
free of charge for the coming season.

PREPARING FOR WAR. 
ARMS AND AMMUNITION LANDED AT CENTRAL 
AMERICAN PORTS. 

SAN FRANCISCO, March 2.—The steamer 
Farrallon from Salvadorean and Guatemalan 
ports brings the latest news obtainabie from 
those countries. At the Salvadorean port of 
the schooner Viking 
had just. finished unloading 75,000 stand 
of rifies and a large quantity of 
ammunition brought from San Francisco. 
Every vessel arriving at Guatemalan 
ports, on both the Atlantic 
and the Pacific coasts, is likewise bringing 
arms and ammunition to Guatemala, and the 
indications point undeniably tothe fact that 
war between the twocountries is probable in 
the near future. Indian peons have disap- 
peared from coffee plantations and are in the 
mountains, presumably engagedin drilling 
and preparing for war. Europeans and 
Americans in Guatemala have already formed 
a protective union, so that in case of war 
their goods and property will not be 
molested. 


ITALY WILL ACCEPT. 


SHE WILL BE REPRESENTED AT THE WORLD'S 
FAFR—ASSURED SUCCESS. 

RoME, March sig. Chimini, the Italian 
Minister of Commerce, was interviewed to- 
day by an Associated Press correspondent 
as to the delay in Italy's acceptance 
of the invitation of the United Statesto be 
represented at the Chicago World’s Fair. 
Sig. Chimini said that the invitation was cer- 
tain of acceptance, and that the delay was 
simply due to the fact thatthe necessary pa- 
pers had not been received from the foreign 
office. 

ASSURED SUCCESS. 

Lonpon, March 28.—The Chronicle thinks 
that Lord Salisbury’s official recognition has 
assured the success of the Chicago World’s 
Fair vy inducing other nations to follow. The 
Chronicle says that the promoters of the Fair 
were doubtful of such good treatment after 
the adoption of the McKinley tariff bill.

GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS. 


TO PRESERVE BELGIAN NEUTRALITY~—CONTI- 
NENTAL NOTES. 

Loxpon, March 28.—Much importance is 
placed ona promise recently made by Lord 
Salisbury to assist the Belgians. It is under- 
stood he told Mr. Currfe, Permanent Secre- 
tary ofthe Foreign Office, to protect King 
Leopold, who has been waiting to hear what 
Engiand will doto protect Belgian neutrality 
in the event ofa war with neighboring na- 
tions. A fleet and troops to protect Antwerp 
were promised, this allowing the Belgian 
troops to protect their frontier. It is under- 
stood that the Czar and President Carnot 
have entered into agreements, and that a 
sudden attack of Russian troops may be ex- 
pected this fall. 

THE BALTCHEFF ASSASSINATION. 

Sorta, March 28.—Premier Stambuloff and 
M. Baltcheff, Ministerof Finance, were out 
walking yesterday, and when about to enter 
their residences, which adjoin each other, a 
man jumped in front of them and firing three 
shots at M. Baltcheff, killed him instantly, It 
Is thought the assassin wanted to kill Premier 
Stambuloff, butin the darkness mistook the 
Minister of Finance for him. No motive can 
be given for the crime. 

FIRST OF MAY IN FRANCE. 

Paris, March 28.—The first of May is going 
to be a lively day in Paris,* whatever it may 
be in the rast of Europe. Revolutionists of 
every shade have agreed to participate in the 
manifestation, which isto havefor its ob- 
jects the limitations of the workingday to 
eight hours. At Lyons, also, the working- 
people are preparing to make the day 
memorable and the prominence of the 
Socialist element in the movement has 
created some anxiety. The Government has 
no apprehension of any disorder that can’t 
be dealt with. But it is feared that the 
comparative duliness of trade in Lille, 
Lyons and other manufacturing centers may 
stimulate riotous demonstrations. 

FOREIGNERS IN TURKEY. 

Loxpox, March 28.—A dispatch from Con- 
statinople says that the English residents 
there complain bitterly of the way that their 
interests are neglected by the British Gov- 
ernment, while. the Germans, through an 
energetic policy in dealing with Turkey, are 
gett the advantage. The British resi- 
dents complain that itis impossible to com- 
pete with the Germans, backed up as they 
are m all their undertakings by the Ambas- 
sador, and the result is seen in the monopoly 
of lucrative contracts for arms and am- 
munition as wellas most advantageous con- 
cessions of the railways being obtained for 
German subjects, 

7 FIRE’ ON BOARD A STEAMER. 

LIVERPOOL, March 28.—A fire broke out this 
morning in the dofthe steamship City of 
New York ofthe Inman Line, which is lying 
atthe Alfred dock, Birkenhead. The fre, 
which appears to have originated among the 
bales of cotton which formed a part of the 
steamship’s cargo, is believed to have been 
smoldering for several days. An alarm was 
at once sent out and an army of men was in- 
stantly at work. The burning cotton was 
deluged with water and the flames speedily 
extinguished. The steamer suffered but little 
injury, but the cargo was greatly damaged 
by water. The City of New York arrived here 
on Wednesday, March 25, and was scheduled 
to sail for New York on Wednesday, Aprii 1. 


SWAMP. LANDS. 


An Important Measure Before the 
Arkansas Legislature,

INVOLVING THE TITLES TO LOCATIONS OF 
THRIVING TOWNS. 


Endless Litigation Will Follow the Pass- 
age of the Bill—The School Book Ques- 
tion in South Dakota— Railway Oontrol 
in Texas—Farmers’ Alliance Matters— 
Political Notes. 


LITTLE Rock, Ark., March 2%.—One of the 
most impartant bills introduced at the 
present session of the General Assembly was 
before the House to-day for final action. It 
passed the Senate by an almost unanimous 
vote, but when it was read in the House yes- 
terday very few of the members under- 
stood its provisions, and the further 
consideration of it was postponed 
until Monday. The bill is ad- 
vocated by ex-Attorney General Dan W. 
Jones, a member of the House from Pulaski 
County. It involves 278,000 acres of so-called 
swamp lands, part of which includes the ter- 
ritory upon which Brinkley, Forrest City, 
Corning and other towns are located, and if 
it becomes a law will involve the Iron Moun- 
tain and the Little Rock & Memphis roads in 
costly litigation. 

The object of the bill, known asthe swamp 
land bill, is to protect the purchasers of these 
lands which were patented by the United 
States Government to these railroads, but 
which the Supreme Court of this State has 
very recently decided to be the property of 
the State underthe swamp land acts of Con- 
gress of Sept. 28, 1850, and of March 8, 1857. The 
greater portion of these lands have been sold 
by the railroads to private individuals at 
from $5 to$l0anacre. The bill proposes that 
all persons who have purchased land of this 
character from the railroads can obtaina 
clear title to them on payment to the State of 
12% cents per acre, and fixes the price on the 
remainder of the land at $1.25 per acre. Those 
who perfect their titles by the payment of 
12% cents an acre will be entitled to recover 
the amounts paid to the railroad companies, 
which aggregate nearly $1,000,000. 

Since the recent decision by the Supreme 
Court nunerous purchasers of this land have 
applied tothe State Land Commissioner and 
tendered him the usual price demanded by 
the State for such lands in order to perfect 
their titles, but the Commissioner has re- 
fused to accept their money and will con- 
tinue to refuse to do so until the pending bill 
becomes a law. 

Coal Ol Inspector H. O. Williams of this 
city and Judge R. W. Martin, one of the street 
car magnates, came to blows in the House 
late last night, and Williams drew his revol- 
ver and threatened to shoot the judge, 
whereupon the latter knocked the Coal Oil 
Inspector down. Williams says, in explana- 
tion to-day, that Martin has, out of pure en- 
mity, lobbied against several bills which 
were of interest to Williams’ office. 

The Senate passed a bill this morning re- 
quiring that forge notices shall be adver- 
tised in new ; a Dn! © ais- 
tribut ion of public documents, and defeated 
the bill authorizing the appointment of 
county road commissioners and the working 
of convicts on the public roads. 

In the, House almost the entire morning was 
consumed in discussing the general appropri- 
ation bill, the ojectionable feature being the 
appropriation of $7,000 to pay the salary of 
the State Geologist, argument on which was 
pending when the House took a recess. 


PROCEEDINGS AT SPRINGFIELD. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., March 2.—In the House 
yesterday Representative Bryan introduced 
two bills, apparently intended to secure full 
votes on election day. The first provides in 
one section that any legal voter who falls to 
register, according to the act, at least once 
in each year in which registration is made, 
shall be fined not less than $5 nor more than 
$50, and be imprisoned in the county jail for a 
period not to exceedten days. The second 
amends the election law by providing that 
constables and clerks of election in each dis- 
trict shall provide the County Clerk witha 
complete list of all électors who have failed to 
vote, and that such list shall be adopted by 
the © ty Board as the jury panel until the 
list is exhausted, and that such persons shall 
serve without compensation. 

Investigation of the Chicago Live Stock 
Exchange was continued, Chas. W. Baker, 
Secretary of the Exchange, being on the 
stand nearly all day. He was very non - com- 
mittaland but little information was ob- 
tained from him. Dennis Kenyon, a farmer 
and cattle-feeder of McLean County, thought 
that 40 cents a head was enough to charge for 
commission. J. H. Van Arsdale of Peoria 
County knew of discrimination having been 
made by Exchange members, but refused to 
give any names. It was understood that 
Walter Baker and John White of Peoria, III., 
were the shippers in whose favor the discrim- 
ination had been made, and they will be 
summoned to appear before the committee 
next Wednesday.

A BREWERS’ COMBINE, 


Pian ta Con qf the Larger 
„ Philadelphia. Concerns. 

PHILADELPHIA, Fa., March 28.—Not since 
the balked efforts of an English syndicate two 
years ago to secure control of the entire out- 
put of the beer /brewing interests of Phila- 
delphia has such a vast scheme been pro- 
jected as the one which now appears to be at 
least near the edge of consummation. It is 
a combine of all the larger establishments of 
the city into one concern with a working 
capital of $15,000,000 and a plan of operation 
that will include the tssue of bonds divided 
into preferred and common stocks, $10,000,000 
of which is to be taken by brewers in the 
combine and $5,000,000 to De placed on the 
market. Thus far it is stated, however, that 
the scheme is intended to take in some 
twenty-five or twenty-eight breweries, that 
the consent of about fourteen has been 
secured and that there is every likelihood of 
the majority of those yet being treated with 
finally joining in the enterprise. It is under- 
stood that the originators calculate upon the 
bonds bearing 6 per cent interest, the pre- 
ferred stock paying 9 per cent and the com- 
mon 19%.

PASSENGERS HURLED THROUGH THE AIR 
3 BY THE SHOCK. 


Frightful Panic in a Theater Caused by 
an Alarm of Fire—The Loss of the 
Ship Dictator—Drifting for Days Be- 
fore a Storm at Sea—The Day’s Record 
of Mishaps. 

Curcaco, III., March 28.—A Baltimore & 

Ohio switch engine, pulling a heavily loaded 

train of freight cars, collided with a State 

street cable train at the Sixteenth street 


crossing last evening. The grip car and first 
trailer were demolished, and sixty passen- 


gers had a most miraculous escape froma 


terrible death. The freight train had just 
roundeda curve and was going west with a 
full head of steam on. James Dillon, the en- 
gineer, had no opportunity to see the ap- 
proaching grip, as two large buildings abut- 
ting on the street obstruct the view 
on either side of the track. The 
cable train was made up of two 
trailers and the gripcar. The engine struck 
the latter in the middle, and the fifteen occu- 
pants were hurled through the air. The 
greatest confusion was in the closed car fol- 
lowing the grip. According to the conductor 
there were forty-five passengers in this car. 
As soon as the shock was felt they all made a 
rush for the rear door. The exit was too 
small, and the frenzied passengers who had 
not been jostled to the floor when the train 
was struck pulled and tugged in their enraged 
endeavor to extricate themselves.

It was to have 
steered for Thimble a They mistook the 
Cape Henry light, however, and sailed on 
toward the ocean witha brisk wind. At mid- 
night a squall struck them and the canoe 
capsized, throwing the men into the ice cold 
water. Their sufferings were terrible, and 
they could hardly hear their voices above the 
dinofthe sea. Finally Smith lost conscious- 
ness, but his hands seem to have frozen to 
the boat, ashe had no idea of how he man- 
aged to hold on. When his senses returned 
he had no knowledge of a rescue. The boat 
had drifted about 230 miles, and they had 


deen clinging to it for seven hours. 


LOSS OF THE BARK DICTATOR. 
NORFOLK, Va., March 28.—The Norwegian 
bark Dictator from Pensacola, Fla., went to 
pieces yesterday morning on the breakers 
four miles south of Cape Henry and six mem 
bers of the crew were drowned. It was so 
foggy that tne vessel could hardly be seen 
from shore, and the distance was too great 
for the gun to deliver the line. The life 
saving crews from Oape Henry and Scatach 
had their boats out, but the sea was too 
rough for them. A barrel with a line from 
the ship finally came to shore and a buoy was 
quickly rigged and sent to the vessel, 
but the bark’s crew were ignorant of its 
use and a further delay occurred 
in sending written instructions in a sealed 
bottle. Only one person could take the buoy 
at a time, and the pitching of the vessel 
made the work very slow. The line parted 
once when the Duoy was mid way and the 
sailor was pulled back to the ship, and he 
afterwards made @he tripsafely. Four men 
were rescued in this way, and four others, 
who had taken to a lifeboat and were cap- 
sized, were washed ashore. Capt. J. M. Jor- 
gensen urged his wife totake the buoy, but 
she refused to leave him, and at the last 
moment, when the vessel was going to pieces 
on the rocks, the Captain, with his 
little 38-year-old boy strapped on his 
back, jumped into the sea. They finally 
reached the shore, but the little fellow was 
now acorpse. Six members of the crew were 
drowned with the captain’s wife at the boat.

A Discovery Which Causes Eminent Bos- 
tonese to Blush.

standing in Doric Hall in the State House 
marked Samuel Adams, is really that of 
George Washington. Thecommission, com- 
posed of Edward G. Porter, Samuel A. Green 
and John C. Ropes, was appointed under a 
special act of last year and the standing of 
the members as historical scholars carries 
the greatest weight. 

We'oe have had the bust removed from the 
pedestal,’’ they report, ‘‘and carefully ex- 
amined on all sides. Norecord can be found 
at the State House showing when it was ob- 
tained or when it was placed there. The bust 
appears be of Carrara marble, and was 
appare made near the beginning of this 
century.

CHIcAGo, II., March 28.—The South Chicago 
Junior White Caps no longer exist, and the 
Owners of chicken coops share with the rall- 
way officials a feeling of relief. The gang 
‘Came to grief yesterday and all but the leader 
‘were locked up at the Hyde Park Police sta- 
tion, and later in the day were arraigned be- 
fore Justice Robbins, a gang of as tough, 
dirty and ragged youngsters as can be found 
in any large city. 

For months there has been a reign of terror 
among the South Chicago chicken fanciers 
and scarcely a night has passed that some 
hen roost has not been robbed of its occu- 
pants. Nota night has gone by but some car 
of merchandise inthe B. 4 O. yards around 
HRighty-seventh street has been broken into 
and depleted of some portion of its contents, 
which, like the chickens, went no 
one knew where until yesterday Officer 
Burns turned up a cache in a small and 
ruined shanty on the prairie south of South 
Ohicago—the headquarters of the White Cap 
Juniors—and there found four of the youthful 
Gesperadoes regaling themselves on roast 
chicken and baked potatoes. 

Before the Magistrate the youngsters, all 
between the ages of 10 and 12 years, gave 
their names as Thomas Guns, Max Pamski, 
Stanislaus Schorski and Edward Bogansk!i. 

They said the gang was organiged by 
„apt. Jack Burke, who escaped. The gang 
had a secret sign, which Burke inscribed on 
the sidewalks in front of the premises where 
Goomed chicken coops existed and on the 
doors of promising freight cars. It is thought 
Burke will be arrested Monday. The railroad 
Officials say the gang has in the last six 
months stolen property valued at thousands 
of dollars, on which they have probably 
realized $150. 


DOUBLE MURDER, 


FOLLOWED BY SUICIDE, IN A VARIETY DEN AT 
SPOKANE FALLS. 


SPOKANE FALLS, Wash., March 28.—A double 
murder and suicide occurred between 2 and 3 
o’clock Yesterday morning at the Casino Va- 
riety Theater. Chas. Elliott, a well-known 
gambler, performed the bloody work. He 
entered the theater and took a box next to 
the stage. Analinight performance was in 
progress, with songs and dances as 
the features. Elliott watched the per- 
formance for a while, and then leaning 
over the side of the box drew a revolver and 
fred three shots at the performers. He then 
placed the muzzle of the pistol in his mouth 
and snapped the trigger, sending the bullet 
crashing through his brain. All three of the 
shots fred at the performers took effect. The 
first shot struck Mabel Defebian inthe left 
breast, causing her death in less than fifteen 
minutes.

A LIFE SENTENCE.

STREET STANDS. 


Judge Withrow Renders an Important 
Decision in Regard to Them. 


THEY CANNOT BE ESTABLISHED WHERE 
A DETRIMENT TO PROPERTY. 


An Interesting Opinion Handed Down in 
the Case of Conrad Schopp and Others 
Against the City—Renting of Space on 
the Streets for Market Stalls Illegal— 
Court News. 


Judge Withrow this morning in Division 3 
of the Circuit Court decided that the city has 
no right to rent portions of the pavements 
along public streets as market stands or 
stalls. This decision was rendered in the case 
of Conrad Schopp and others against the 
city. He granted the plaintiffs an injunction 
restraining the city and the Comptroller 
from renting stands or stalis in front of their 
property on Third street near Franklin 
avenue. 

This decision is of course applicable to all 
parts of the city where such nuisances exist, 
and unless objectionable market stands else- 
where are at once abandoned suits by the 
property owners whose rights are invaded 
will doubtless at once be brought. 


The Judge said: 


THE DECISION. 

It appears from the evidence that Third street, 
from its interseetion with East klin avenue 
n Cherry street) northwardly to its junc- 
ion with Fourth street, is more used by teams and 
wagons than any public thoroughfare in St. Louis; 
that while the roadway (exclusive of sidewalks) is 
eighty feet wide, vehicles frequently become so 
nu merous between the points referred to as to com- 
pletely blockade and 
cause a temporary 
traflic for some 
This condition of things arises, 
from the absence of any street car track on T 
street, as well as numerous other causes. And while 
the roadway of Franklin avenue east of Third — 
is onty twenty feet wide, it is more used for heavy 
hauling than any other street in that lochlity leadin 
westward from the river, se the — e is no 
steep. The building of cable roads on Fourth street 
and Broadway has also largely increased the use of 

traffic within the last few 
years, 


seasons the year, — 
weather, farmers and others Iding 

stands from the city, back their wagons up to th 
curb stone on both sides of Third street every ten or 
twelve feet between the points mentioned, leaving 
their horses’ heads towards the center, thereby oc- 
cupying about thirty-feet five of roadway and leaving 
only twenty-five feet in the center for the use of the 
general lic. 

In addition to this, a large number of the lessees of 
stands unload a portion, if notall, of their produce 
on the sidewalk in front of the stores occupied by 

plaintiffs and others. 

The evidence further shows that the —— 
wagon traffic on Third street at the point designate 
in the absence of backiog in of a large 
number of farmérs’ vehicles on both sides 
is sufficient to tax that highway to its utmost cap- 
acity, and that owing to said leases plaintiffs’ places 
of business are rendered almost inaccessible, and it 
frequently becomes impossible for them to receive or 
deltver their freight for hours at a time. 

At the trial the defendants admitted that Third 
street was dedicated to public use by the city tn 1841 
and that they intend to lease the stands as alleged 
for the ensuing year at $6 each unless restrained, 
and that they have been leased in that locality by the 
city for the last three or four years, 

THE LAW OF IT. 

The charter of the city of St. Louis authorizes it to 
pass suitable ordinances to ‘‘reguiate the use of 
Streets, to establish market places and regulate 
the same, to ‘‘designate the places where vege- 
tables shall be sold“ to ‘‘restrain forestalling of 
vegetables or regulate hucksters’’ and general 
to pass ordinances to maintain the peace, 
Government, health and welfare of the 7 7 

But I have been unable to find any provision in that 
instrument by which the city is autnorized to lease 
any public highway, except certain ‘portions of the 
arf’ for the purposes therein

And it has been recently held by our Supre 
Court that ‘‘there is awide difference betwee 
street and a Wharf. 
The authorities ali agree that when private prop- 
erty is condemned or dedicated for one public use 
itcannot be appropriated to another and different 


use. 

But the general powers that have been given to the 
city, as above designated, Go not authorize it to de- 
vote a street or any rtion thereof to private use. 
The trust reposed in the city to regulate its streets is 
for the pur of keeping them free and open to the 
public and the leasing of market stands as contem- 
plated is clearly a violation of that trust. 

The right of the owners of the lots fronting upon 
Third street to the use of said street, is as much 
property as the lots themselves, and the city could 
not deprive them of one more than the other without 
com pensation. 

And when such stands are located in front of private 
property and deprive the owner of access thereto or 
egress therefrom or seriously interfere therewith, 
such owner has just cause to complain and may suc- 
cessfully attack the validity of any ordinance at- 
tempting to authorize the establishment thereof. 

The propriety and i rtance of acquiring suitable 
property upon which to establish proper and con- 
venient market . in differont localities where 
farmers and gardners may supply the — — with

legislative department of the city government, and 
over which the courts have no control. In this case 
the use of the Public street for the purpose of leasing 
ee stands is, in my opinion, wholly unwar- 
ranted. 

Such use, under the circumstances, is not only a 
public nuisance, but itis also, as far as it concerns 
complainants and others, a private nuisance also. 

A decree will, therefore, be granted, restraining 
the defendants from leasing any standsor stalls for 
market purposes on either side of Third street in 
front of plaintiffs’ premises. 


Pierre Chouteau Loses. 

Pierre Chouteau sued the st. Louis Gas 
Light Co. to recover money paid dy him to 
the company on bills rendered by it against 
the Olympic Theater. Judge Klein this morn- 
ing gave judgment for the defendant. The 
story ofthe case is this: The Olympic and 
Mr. Chouteau’s theater, the Grand, were 
pooled. The Grand had an electric light 
plant,from which both theaters were lighted. 
Gas was also used and. for convenience 
Mr. Chouteau assumed all the cost of light- 
ing, having credit for the Olympic’s proper 
share in the periodical settlements. A part 
of the Olympic Buliding was occupied by the 
St. James Hotel. It was discovered that the 
gas used in this part ofthe building was reg- 
istered by a meter in the Olympic cellar; 
thatthe Olympic had been charged for this 
gas, and Mr. Chouteau had been paying the 
bills for several years. Mr. Chouteau made 
a claim for the moneys he had paid, and the 
matter was under consideration for a long 
time by the company. 


Her Long Oonfinement Ended.

CHIcAGO, Mi., March 28.—A special dispatch 
from Lima, O., says a great enterprise has 
been undertaken by a company of capitalists 
who held a secret meeting at Galion, O., a 
few days ago and perfected the organization 
ofa company which has as its idea the build- 
ing of a railroad to rival the Pittsburg, Fort 
Wayne & Chicago road, and at the same time 
shorten the distance between the cities at 
least seventy-five miles.

A THREATENED STRIKE. 


The Pottery Men Will Be Compelled to 
Shut Down Their Factories. 

TRENTON, N. J., March 28.—It is feared 
there will be a serious pottery strike soon. 
Not one of the union sanitary ware pressers 
who refused to accept the manufacturers’ 
cut of 25 per cent in their wages last Christ - 
mas has returned to work. 

Now that the few pieces of ware made by 
the non-union men have reached the hands 
of the kiln men, in several factories the lat- 
ter have thrown down their tools and re- 
fused to handle the scab ware. 

The Kilnmen’s Union is the most powerful 
inthe country. It embraces every man in 
that branch of work inthe potteries of this 
city, East Liverpool and Baltimore, as well 


as the bisqueware men of Philadelphia. The 


manufacturers are unable to secure raw kiln- 
men, and will either have to shut down ina 
very short time, procure kilnmen from other 
cities or come to some arrangement with 
their former employes. Altogether yond 
Kilmmen have quit work this week. 

are now about four hundred out altogether. 
There are twenty-eight potteries in this city, 
and should they all shut down, which is not 
improbable, the business of this city would 
be paralyzed.

THE STORY OF A POLISH PRIEST WHO RE- 
BELLED AGAINST RUSSIA. 


One Thousand Members of the Order of St. 
Francis Banished After the Insurrec- 
tion of 1863—Brutal Treatment of the 
Guards Urged On by Priests of the 
Greek Church. 


BALTIMORE, Mad., March 2.—One of the 
inmates of the Mount Hope Retreat is Father 
Anatolus, a Catholic priest. His life has 
been remarkable for the suffering he has 
endured. Fortwenty years he was an exile 
in Siberia. Father Anatolus was admitted to 
Mount Hope near the close of the year just 
passed, with his nervous system greatly shat- 
tered. Theresident physician, Dr. Charies 
G. Hill, and others are under the impression 
that his iliness is the result of the barbarous 
treatment he received at the handsof the 
Russian officials in Siberia. 

‘When he was received at Mount Hope no 
one was acquainted with his history. He had 
been in an institution near Philadelphia, 
where his name and the fact that he was a 
priest was discovered by another priest who 
attended tothe spiritual needs of those at 
the institution,and through his efforts Father 
Anatolus was admitted to Mount Hope. Under 
the charge of the resident physician and 
the good Sisters of Charity in charge 
he is gaining health rapidly, and 
his complete recovery 18 expected 
in a very short time. During the 
past few weeks he has taken strolls around 
the grounds, at times being alone andat 
others being accompanied by a priest. In 
these short walks he has told some of the in- 
cidents of his career. He was at first disin- 
clined to talk of his troubles, fearing that if 
too much publicity was given to them his re- 
turn to Russia might be followed with serious 
consequences, although he had served out 
his sentence and had obtained his passports 
fromthe Government when he left for this 
country a year and a half ago. Father Ana- 
tolus is a Pole and a member ot the Order of 
St. Francis. 

THE HORRORS OF SIBERIA. 

In this story Father Analotus said: When 
the Polish insurrection broke out in 1863, I 
had not Jong been ordained a priest. For my 
geal in this uprising I was seized by the Rus- 
sian authorities, judged by a military court 
and condemnedto death. In the province 
of Valhynia they kept me a prisoner from 
1968 to 186. When the revolution had 
been stamped out the Emperor Alexan- 
der II. mitigated my sentence and 
the police were ordered to send me to 
Siberia for twenty years. Inthe prison with 
me was another priest who, like myself, was 
a member of the Order of St. Francis. Our 
religious habits were torn from our person, 
and in December, 1868, we started for Siberia 
with other prisoners, accompanied by twenty 
armed men on foot and twelve on horseback. 
The journey occupied one yearanda half. 
Most ofthe distance I was obliged to walk. 
Hardly any time was given for rest. One 
yearanda halfafter we started we.arrived 
at the silver mines in a chain of mountains in 
Eastern Siberia. When wearrived here we 
found that 162 prisoners had preceded us and 
had been condemned as we were to work in 
the mines fortwenty years. One thousand 
priests were exiled about the same time that 
Iwas sentenced, and nearly all I think were 
condemned to hard labor in different parts 
of Siberia. Five bishops were also banished 
to the same wild country, but were not 
obliged to labor. One of them was the bishop 
of the diocese in which I was a priest. 

THE DEATH RATES. 

‘*During the four years I labored in chains 
twenty priests out of the 164 died. Most of 
the deaths were the result of beatings and 
blows by the Russian officials. In winter we 
worked four hours, in summersix. We were 
never relieved of ourchains. The chains of 
some of the prisoners weighed eighteen 
pounds. Many times we were enabled to 
say mass secretly in our rooms, without the 
testaments, ofcourse. For saying mass once 
akeeper struck me on the cheek with the 
heavy metallic keys he held in his hands, 

.knocking out a number of my teeth, I 
begged the man in the excitementof the 
moment to kill me atonce. For a good part 
of the brutal treatment we received in our ex- 
ile I blame the priests of the Greek Church, 
whose hatred toward us was bitter. When 
my twenty years expired I returned from 
Siberia and, obtaining my passport, went to 
one of the fourteen houses of our order in 
Galicia. 

Father Anatolus came to the United States 
about two years ago and for a time assisted 
at a church in Wisconsin.

A Hoboken Woman’s Story dt Perse- 
cution by Her Husband.

KIDNAPED AND FORCIBLY TAKEN TOA 
LUNATIC ASYLUM. 


Suite Brought Against Two Prominent 

New York Physicians for Damages— 
What the Doctors Say About the Case 
—Plans of the Prosecution—The Hus- 
band’s Side of the Story. 


New Ton, March 28.—Marietta Beach of 
Hoboken has begun criminal and civil pro- 
ceedings against Drs. David R. Atwell and 
O. Irving Simon, of that city, for conspiring 
with her husband to put her in the Morris 
Plains Insane Asylum, to which she was com- 
mitted in March, 1890, and there detained un- 


she alleges, perfectly sane. Mrs. Beach is a 
pretty blond, 28 years old, and lives with her 
husband in a cosy fiat on Washington 
street, Hoboken. The couple have been mar- 
ried elght years. She says her domestic 
trouble began when her husband called in 
Atwell, who, despite her protests, insisted on 
her taking medicine. Instead of obeying she 
threw the medicine in a sink, and informed 
her husband of her action. Atwell again pre- 
scribed and she says the medicine so affected 
her head that she refused to touch it after 
taking one dose. After that she visited 
friends in New York, and on her return her 
husband received her affectionately and 
asked her a few days later to take a drive to 
Morristown. 
FORCED INTO THE ASYLUM. 

She says that the presence of a tough-look- 
ing man in the carriage frightened her, but 
her husband assured her and said the man 
was to show them some property. Not until 
she came in sight of the asylum did she realize 
the object of the drive, and then she tried to 
leap out, Dut was restrained by the tough 
man, who proved to be.a keeper. They then 
told her were going to take her to the 
asylum she neglected her husband 
and followed him about. Her screams and 
struggles led the driver to believe she was 
actually s lunatic. Supt. Monaco and Drs. 
Harris and Fordon met her at the depot. She 
was comipelied to submit to a physical exam- 
ination which, she says, was grossly inde- 
cent, and finally was placed in her quarters. 
A few days later she managed to get a letter 
to her father, who hurried to her rescue. The 
asylum authorities say she was at liberty to 
go, as there was nothing the matter with her, 
and stated that her treatment had been paid 
for. They said she was committed on the 
certificates of Drs. Atwell and Simon, which 
was all the authority they needed. It was 
said that Simon signed the certificate without 
seeing the patient, but this he denies. Dr. 
Atwell, however, admitted that sometimes 
fellow physicians would be accommodated, 
and thus sign certificates, two signatures 
being necessary. 

After her liberation Mrs. Beach returned to 
her husband’s home under legal advice, so 
that he could not accuse herof deserting 
him, which she says he would like to do, be- 
cause he wished to be rid of her. She accuses 
him of paying marked attentiontoa young 
married society woman of Hoboken, and 
says that he has told her if he were rid of her 
he could some one else. Her suit 
against Atwell and Simon is for $10,000. Her 
counsel, Albert Bach, said yesterday: ‘‘I 
skall push these prosecutions to the end. If 
the Grand - jury will not indict I will secure a 
bench warrant for Atwell’s and Simon's ar- 
rest and carry the case to Gov. Abbett if nec- 
essary.’’ 

THE DOCTORS’ STATEMENTS. 

Dr. Atwell said yesterday: ‘‘Mrs. Beach 
was certainly insane when committed. She 
was subject to fitsof extreme jealousy, and 
was continually following her husband and 
accusing him of infidelity. I understood she 
twice suffered from severe attacks of men- 
ingitis, which frequently results in insanity. 
I called at her husband’s re- 
quest, and after hearing his 
story, which, I believed, I had no 
hesitation in declaring her insane. On all 
other points than relation with other 
women Mrs. Beach perfectly sane. She 
complained of severe headaches and I treated 
her for those. Needing another physician to 
sign Isent the commitment to Dr. Simon, 
who is City Physician, and who I was sure 
knew of Mrs. Beach’s action through investi- 
gation by the Chief of Police. The complaints 
were made to Chief Dehaven that she wrote 
letters to several Hoboken families saying 
that Beach was tryingtoruin their daugh- 
ters. The woman has always been madly 
jealous and I believe without any cause. At 
one time she flourished a revolver in their 
rooms and said that either Beach or she 
must die. He with difficulty disarmed her. 

Dr. Simon told a reporter that he was con- 
vinced of Mrs. Beach’s insanity when he 
signed the certificate but was not very clear 
asto how and when he examined her. It 
looks as if he acted on the hearsay evidence 
circulated at the time of Mrs. Beach’s exam- 
ination by the Chief of Police. Mrs. Beach 
swears she never saw Simon. The doctor 
said that the suit was nonsensical. ‘‘I have 
not five cents, he laughed, and she wants 
$5,000. Once before she tried the indictment 
business and it fell flat. 

Lawyer Bach who will push Mrs. Mrs. 
Beach’s case is Vice Chairman of the Central 
Committee of the Anti-Kidnaping League and 
Lunacy Reform Union.

THE COBN MARKET. 


The Demand Rapidly Decreasing, Because 
of High Prices. 
Both the grain receivers and the farmers 
are nota little anxious in regard to the con- 
dition ot the corn market. Prices have been 
more than satisfactory to owners, and future 
contracts have been made ata high figure, 
but it is found thata sharp decline within a 
short time is inevitable. The een tes 


marked than it was during February and the 
early part of March. The price of corn has 
risen sO much as to prevent its profitable 
use in any branch of industry; at least, this 
s the almost universal testimony of those 
who handle that commodity. The export 
trade, which pramised to be the largest on 
while not absolutely stopped, has 
met with a serious check on account of the 
high figures at which corn is selling, and 
such shipments as are made yield little or no 
profit to the purchaser. At present rates it 
does not pay to turn the corn into pork, and 
the demand from this source has diminished 
in a remarkable degree. Pork sells for little 
more than the price of the corn 
required to produce it, and the 
farmers generally have deen disposing 
of their hogs much more rapidly than they 
would have done had they been able to see 
their way clear to feeding at a profit. Asa 
matter of course, the demand for corn from 
those engaged in fattening hogs forthe mar- 
ket cannot close at once, as the stock on hand 
has to be fed, but there has been an increased 
rush of animals only partially matured to the 
market with the result of greatly reducing 
the consumption of corn, and consequently 
the demand. The same state of affairs ex- 
ists, although toa less extent, in regard to 
cattle. The range men are not sending their 
stock to the farms to be corn-fed, and 
the cattle already there are being marketed 
as rapidly as possible to prevent them from 
eating their heads off. The change in the 
tariff on sugar has had a marked influence 
on the demand for corn and will have more. 
The purchases by glucose manufacturers, 
while not large in any single instance, have 
been very considerable in the aggregate, and 
the call from this quarter has been steady. 
The reduction in the price of sugar will, un- 
less.corn drops, cause a large majority of the 
glucose factories to suspend operations, and 
those which still keep up will greatly curtail 
their outputs. 
cline in corn the glucose works will be able to 
reduce the price of their product sufficiently 
to undersell sugar, but at present figures this 
is impossible. As matters now stand corn 
cannot be put into anything that will yield a 
fair profit, and until prices fall it is expected 
that consumption will continue to decline.

A r. LOUISAN IN TROUBLE. 


A. W. Bentley Arrested in Birmingham, 
Ala., for Having Two Wives. 


Telegrams received in this city announcing 
the arrest in Birmingham, Ala.,of A. W. 
Bentley, formerly of this city, for living with 
a Miss Sarah Smith as man and wife, either 
reveal most cunning deceit or make a bad 
blunder, The wife and 14-year old daughter 
of A. W. Bentley reside at 2739 Morgan street, 
and were preparing to pay husband and 
father a visit. Mrs. Bentley was seen at her 
residence this morning, and said that she 
very much doubted whether the man arrested 
was her husband. 

It is only a few days since, said Mrs. 
Bentley, that I received a letter from my hus- 
band in which was inclosed the sum of money 
it has been his habit to send me regularly 
every week. Mr. Bentley has been away from 
home a long time—about three years— 
and I was just preparing to go to him. 
I have received letters regularly on an aver- 
age of twice a week ever sincé’he left home, 
and all that time he has said that he was 
traveling for George D. Barnard & Co. of this 
city. Never during the entire time has he 
spoken of being a ticket agent or that he was 
running news stands. This fact leads me to 
believe that the man arrested is not my hus- 
band, but that his name has become mixed 
with that of some other Bentley: If my hus- 
band was in trouble he would surely have ad- 
vised me of the fact before this time. No, I 
don’t believe that the Bentley arrested is my 
husband.’’ 

The natural inference is that if Bentley has 
been leading a double life, he has been very 
successful in covering up the fact, and keep- 
ing his wife inignorance. Mrs. Bentley says 
that she. will take no action in the matter 
until she has either heard from her husband 
or received definite information that it is he 
who is under arrest. 

The advices from Birmingham state that 
Bentley and the Smith woman, who,is de- 
scribed as ing very beautiful, have been 
living’ as man and wife for the past three 
years. Bentley, when interviewed, said that 
he was married to Miss Smith, and that the 
prosecution was merely a piece of spite work 
on the part of John M. Martin, Deputy Clerk 
of the Oriminal Court at Birmingham, but 
when questioned as to his family in St. Louis 
he vouchsafed no answer,

CAN’T BE ENFORCED. 


The Ordinance Against the Distribution 
of Hand-Bills on the Streets. 


There is a city ordinance which imposes a 
penalty in case any person shall distribute 
hand- Dilis, circulars, dodgers or other adver- 
tising literature on the public streets or side- 
walks, yet the section is so peculiarly con- 
structed that the ordinance can be violated 
with impunity, a conviction being impossible 
if the proper precaution is taken. This was 
illustrated in the First District Police Court 
to-day when a negro named John Robertson 
was placed on trial. Robertson was arrested 
yesteyday afternoon by Officer Quigley 
of the Central District, who took him into 
custody on complaint of F. W. Knichel and 
Michael Goettings, sidewalk inspectors in the 
employ of the Street Department. He was 
charged with distributing on the public side- 
walk circulars advertising a lecture in an 
Olive street hall and the inspectors swore 
that they had found these bills all over Ninth 
street, between Pine and Olive. Robertson, 
however, established the fact that he had 
handed the bills to pedestrians, Who, after the 
first glance, as is the almost invariable rule, 
dropped the paper to their feet. Judge Cady 
said the technical defense would stand and 
ordered Robertson’s discharge.

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A CONSPIRACY AGAINST THE ESTATE OF 
LORING A. ROBERTSON. 


- 


Helen Brewer, Backed by Tom Gould, 
Claims the Dead Man as Her Husband 
—It Is Learned That She Did Not 
Even Know Him. 


New YORK, March 2.—It is now probable 
that there will be prosecutions for conspiracy 
growing out of the claim of Helen Brewer to 
be the widow of Loring * Robertson of 
Brooklyn. 

Loring A. Robertson was found dead in his 
rooms in the St. George Hotel, Brooklyn, Oct. 
10, 1890, and although atthe time it was ru- 
mored that he had committed suicide, the 
autopsy proved that his death was due to 
heart disease. He had almost reached the 
allotted three-score and ten, ahd the fortune 
of $2,000,000 with which he was credited was 
made at a large tannery at Glade Run, War- 
ren County, Pa., where he employed 250 men, 
and in a factory at No. 471 Kent avenue, 
Brooklyn, with offices at 84 Gold street, this 
city. 

Mr. Robertson passed before the world as a 
bachelor. Helivedatthe Pierrepont House 
in Brooklyn, before removing to the st. George 
Hotel. Before that he occupied bachelor 
apartments at the St. Nicholas, the Fifth 
Avenue and the Windsor Hotel in this city. 
He also owned several large tanneries in 
Wayne County, Pa., and made repeated visits 
there. There were several houses on the pro- 
perty, including one which was furnished and 
kept constantly in readiness for him when he 
inspected his tanneries. 

A SURPRISE FOR HIS RELATIVES. 

When it was learned that Mr. Robertson 
left no will his next of kin took steps to se- 
cure his property. Fourteen of his uncles, 
aunts and cousins, among them Judge 
Elisha P. Strong of Starucca, Pa.; Elbert 
Robertson of Geneva, N. Y.; Philora R. 
Pitcher of Brooklyn; Louis Strong of Ashland, 
N. V.; Elvira Stedman of Brattleboro, Vt., 
and John Robertson of Constantia, N. V., 
filled application for letters of aaministration 
before Surrogate Abbott of Brooklyn, which 
was Mr. Robertson’s last place of residence. 
They set forth that he was a bachelor, gave 
his place of residence as Pennsylvania, and 
some of them asked that the estate be appor- 
tioned in accordance with the laws of that 
State, so as to permit the more remote rela- 
tives to come in for a share. 

Great was the surprise of these relatives 
when Lawyer B. W. Cohen appeared before 
Surrogate Abbott and filed a petition from 
Mrs. Helen Robertson, who set forth that 
she was the widow of the dead millionaire. 
She claimed that he had resided in this State, 
and that, as she was his widow, she was en- 
titled to the whole of the estate. She asked 
that she be granted letters of administration, 
with the Brooklyn Trust @o. as her associate. 

Mrs. Brewer asked this because she 
alone was unable tofurnish the necessary 
bonds, but the combination was not accom- 
plished, the Trust Co. being prohibited by 
law from acting as the administrator of an 
estate. 

The heirs all seemed to agree that the wo- 
man’sclaim of widowhood was altogether 


more information upon the subject and 
started in to get it. 
A NOTORIOUS WOMAN. 

It was learned that for many years she has 
been a frequenter of Tom Gould’s notorious 
dive on Sixthavenue. It is proven beyond 
dispute that she, Helen Brewer, alias Cassie 
Ellis, alias Cassie Brooks, alias Mrs. Robert- 
son, never knew the late Loring A. Robert- 
son, and that she claimed to be his widow to 
defraud the legal heirs. 

J. FT. Baker of No. 156 Broadway, who had 
appeared as counsel for Helen Brewer, 
dropped the case suddenly because he learned 
thatan investigation was afoot and an en- 
deavor was being made to show that the con- 
test of the willl was the result of a conspiracy 
between Tom Gould, Helen Brewer and 
others. Six hours after Lawyer Baker had 
gained this information he was in consulta- 
tion with Helen Brewer. The interview took 
place in a room at the Grand Union Hotel. 
Lawyer Cohen was present and the matter 
was discussed at length. 

The very next morning, Feb. 28, Helen 
Brewer, who at the time figured as Mrs. 
Robertson, withdrew from the suit and 
abandoned her claim. She signed a relinquish- 
ment of any and all claims she had against 
the estate of Loring A. Robertson, and did 
this without being paida cent. 

A secret meeting wog held at Mr. Evarts’ 
office Wednesday afte n, at which several 
lawyers connected with the case were pres- 
ent. The facts they have gathered will be 
turned over to the officials in Brooklyn, and 
it is anticipated that several arrests will fol- 
low.

BUYING FREER TRADE. 


The strange news comes from Hawali 
that a treaty proposed by Mr. BLAINE 
tendering the Sandwich Islanders abso- 
lute free trade with the United States is 
not very acceptable to the Queen’s Cab- 
inet, whose demand is that we shall guar- 
antee the same bounty of 2 cents to Sand- 
wich Island sugar that we pay our own 
producers. Unless this bounty is paid, 
Hawaii, it is said, will seek an equivalent 
for it in a reciprocity treaty with Canada, 
Australia or some other country willing to 
admit her sugar free to a protected market. 

An administration elected on the theory 
that a vote for free trade in Congress must 
be denounced as treaso the country, is 
now hard at work extending the area o 
free trade by treaty. An administration 
which held that the tariff was not a tax on 
our people is now boasting that it has re- 
lieved them of a tax of §55,000,000 by 
making sugar free. And Mr. BLAINE, who 
held that free admission to our markets is 
a concession with which we can purchase 
equally valuable concessions from foreign 
powers, as we had donein the reciprocity 
treaty with Hawaii, is now told by the 
latter that she will abrogate her former 
concessions unless we tax our people to 
pay her sugar planters a bounty of 2 cents 
a pound. 

If there is wisdom in obstructing or re- 
stricting trade with nations that buy 
nearly everything we sell and sell us 
nearly everything we buy, what can we 
gain by the commercial annexation of 
petty nationalities that have comparatively 
nothing to trade on? If reciprocity with 
the remote Sandwich Islands is desirable, 
why not with Cuba, British America and 
Mexico? If free trade is to be the means of 
annexing little garden patches far away 
from our coast, it would certainly be worth 
trying on vaster and far richer domains 
nearer home.

A Scrap From Comfort’s Record. 

Among the Republican candidates for the 
Council who have records is Charles D. Com- 
fort, who was the active friend in the Council 
of the Scott elevated railroad bill.

It has already resulted 
in showing that the criminal! operation caus- 
ing Laura Fitts’ death was performed in 
Midwife Hotson’s establishment on the night 
of Wednesday, Jan. 2%. The positive identi- 
fication of George W. Dashman with the 
erime is the other issue to be decided. The 
State believes this to have now been accom- 
plished beyond the shadow of doubt. Mary 
Becker’s story points to Dashman as the man 
who accompanied the girlto Hotson’s place 
on the fatal night. It also proves that the 
rug bought at MacDonald Bros.’ store, where 
Dashman worked, was paid for by him and 
given to Midwife Hotson in part payment for 
the performance of the operation. Mrs. 
Fitts yesterday positively identified Dashman 
as the Mr. Howard’’ who took Laura away 
from home on the night of Wednesday, Jan.

FOR THE TRADE SCHOOL. 


MECHANICS’ EXCHANGE WILL GIVE $1,- 
000 A YEAR FOR THREE YEARS. 


The Proposition Carried Without a Dis- 
senting Vote—Joseph Kelley Denounces 
Carpenters’ and Joiners’ Union as a 
Tyrannical Institution. 


The Mechanics’ Exchange met in special 
session at noon to-day to consider the ques- 
tion of appropriating from the treasury of 
the exchange $1,000 per year fer three years 
toward the support of the new trades school 
which it is proposed to establish. After Presi- 
dent Patrick McGrath had explained the ob- 
ject of the meeting. Mr. A. 8. Ittner 
moved that , a year for three 
years, as propo! in the sale, 
be appropriated and his motion was seconded 
by Mr. Feuerbach, who said that by assessing 
members $25 a year the money could be easily 
raised. He strongly advocated the establish- 
ment of a school, saying that all opposition 
would disappear as soon asthe institution 
* 28 on a firm basis. 

W. Baliman, representing the Knapp, 
stout & Co, company, opposed the measure 
because he thought the exchange could not 
afford to spend so much money. He said that 
he did not want to throw cold water on the 
enterprise, but he was decidedly opposed to 
any such measure. 

‘“THE TYRANNICAL CARPENTERS.’’ 

Mr. Joseph Kelley was the next speaker. 
He said that he had a document in his pos- 
session coming from the Oarpenters & 
Joiners’ Union, which he termed one of the 
most tyrannical demands that ever eminated 
from men banded together for the purpose of 
running their employers’ business, 

‘*‘Why,’’ said he, these men say here that 
we sh ‘have one new apprentice every two 
years. Now, I say, that we should rebel 
against any such procedure, and therefore 
establish this school despite these men, who 
attempt to take our manhood from us. Shall 
we stand such dictation? No! Do not let us 
surrender ourselves entirely to this band of 
men, or again we will be compelled to take 
up muskets and defend our homes, Let me 
read you the demands of theSe men to regu- 
late us. 

Mr. Kelly read. Employers shall be at- 
lowed one apprentice every two years, but 
should that apprentice be removed from such 
employer, through the fault of employe, 
then said employer shall be allowed another 
apprentice to fill the vacancy. Apprentices 
shall be required to be registered in some of 
the local unions of St. Louis, and also the 
names of the contractors to whom they are 
engaged. 

MUST ACT INDEPENDENTLY. 

Mr. Kelley, proceeding, said that he hoped 
the Mechanics’ Exchange would not allow 
the Carpenters’ Union or any other union to 
dictate to the employers in regard to their 
apprentices. There was nothing more dan- 
gerousas a precedent, and such dictation 
must not, under any circumstances, be al- 
lowed. 

Now, gentlemen,he concluded, don’t let us 
lose our manhood by acquiescing in any such 
thing as proposed. Let us show them that 
the American boy can choose his trade with- 
out fear or favor from them. These demands 
[waving the paper above his head) come 
from men banded together. it seems, for no 
other purpose than to attempt to dictate to 
others as to what they shall or shall not do.’’ 

Mr. Charles McCormick followed in the 
same strain, saying that the proposed trade 
school should be éstablished. - 

Finally the question was put toa vote, and 
the money was appropriated without a dis- 
senting voice. Even Mr. Ballman did not 
vote against the proposition. The gentlemen 
who are most deeply interested say that this 
assures the success of the school, which now 
has about $3,500 a year to support it for three 
years.

PATENT MEDICINE TRUST. - 


The Coupon Scheme by Which All the 

Cheap Drug Stores Are to Be Blacklisted. 
* The druggists of the city are watching with 
a great deal of interest the progress of the 
movement to establish a permanent, fixed 
price for every bottle of patent medicine sold 
over the counter, the price to be such as to 
givethe druggist a handsome profit. The 
oo by which this endisto be accomplished 

the coupon scheme formulated by a confer- 
ence committee from three national drug 
associations, namely the manufacturers’, the 
wholesalers’ and the retailers’ associatione. 
Lists are to be kept of all drug houses, whole- 
sale or retail, and those not in the associa- 
tion and those who violate the rules of the 
trust are to be Diacklisted and no more 
medicine sold to them at any price. Retail- 
ers must buy their medicine only of 
the wholesalers and not direct from the 
manufacturer,as many have done hereto- 
fore. They must pay 80 percent more than 
the prices established by the trust, but they 
receive drawback stamps for the amount of 
the excess,and after signing a statement 
that the patent medicines covered by the 
stamps have not and will not be sold at less 
than trust prices, the amount of over-pay 
will be refunded. A black list committee is 
to be appointed and anyone who shall sell 
any article for less than the retail price or by 
any gift, discount or other means reduce the 
price to the purchaser, or any one who shall 
sell to a druggist on its black-list shall him- 
self be placed on the black list. According 
to one of the principal druggists of the city 
about half of the drug tradeis in patent 
medicines. The manufacturers of the prin- 
cipal patent medicines in the market have, it 
is said, joined the trust, as have also nearly 
all the wholesale drug hands of the city, and 
the trust expects to take in all the retallers 
who will enter and freeze the others out of 
the business.

BOTH BROTHERS WILL BE WELL REPRE- 
SENTED ON THE TURF. 


Jockey Callahan’s Rough Experience With 


In spite of the general regret expressed last 
season at the dissolution of the Dwyer Bros.’ 
partnership, it seems just now likely 
that the racing world will be treated to the 
spectacle ot two winning stables instead of 
one, says the New York World. Judging from 
appearances, both F. H. and M. F. Dwyer 
have at present the most formidable all- 
round stables in training in this part of the 
country. In high-class handicap horses they 
have the cream, Tenny and Firenzi excepted. 
The former will prove a thorn 
in their side now and again; 
the latter will make herself felt 
on her own stamping-ground at Monmouth. 
She is not likely tocampaign much, however, 
being now an aged mare. In Boleroand Po- 
tomac each brother seems to have a worthy 
8-year-old representative. So has Marcus 
Daly, for that matter, indeed, two, in Mon- 
tana and Inverness, But this is a specula- 
tion. Two-year-olds are enigmas, ofttimes 
all the season through; Itis useless to spec- 
ulate about them. But in breeding and gen- 
eral appearance those in each of the Dwyer 
stables compare favorably with any others. 

Although each of the Dwyer brothers has a 
separate and distinct stable, they occupy the 
same old quarters. Any one not knowing of 
the existence of the two racing firms would 
see no outward signs of change in their estab- 
lishment at the southeast corner of the 
Brooklyn Jockey Club property. Further- 
more, itis at least a notable fact that after 
having together dominated the turf world by 
the excellence of their united stable, the two 
brothers, now separated as far as business 
interests go, should each own such promis- 
ing strings. For not alone on paper do the 
inmates of each stable look formidable, but 
on past records and present appearances give 
promise of proving doughty rivals to any 
man’s horses they may meet. 

M. F. Dwyer,the younger brother, would 
seem to have the more formidable string of 
tried horses in the following quartette: 
Kingston, Raceland, Banquet and Potomac. 

I M. F. Dwyer has the largest string of 
aged horses his elder brother, Phil H., has 
the greatest number of 2?-year-olds. He has 
twelve in his stable, while Mike F. has 
eight. 

A JUDGE'S RESPONSIBILITY. 

How many of the thousands who go to our 
race tracks for pleasure or for speculative 
purposes ever stop fora moment to think of 
the power that is vested in the judge who 
presides? inquires the New York Press. How 
many think of the tremendous responsibility 
which weighs upon him and of the upright- 
ness of the man, his moral worth, his alert 
intelligence, his fearless devotion to duty and 
his utter annihilation of both self and of 
friendship that is absolutely necessary to his 
position? 

The judge at a racetrack decides and de- 
cides peremptorily and finally without any 
right of appeal questions that involve more 
money every day both in the matter of prizes 
won by the horsemenand of bets made by 
the public than does any judge in any court 
in this country. Heitis who stands wholly 
unprejudiced between the horsemen and the 
public, his character and his fitness a pledge 
of the utmost fair play. And it is no less a 
credit to the turf than itis a compliment to 
the judges that inthem the public has the 
most implicit confidence. 

BITTEN BY A RACE HORSE. 

New Tonk, March 2.—Jockey Callahan, 
the well-known knight of the pigskin at 
Sheepshead Bay, nearly lost his nose and 
one eye on Thursday night and now is travel- 
about with his head done up in bandages asa 
result of his encounter with Fernwood, the 
celebrated race horse, which he recently pur- 
chased from the Haggin Bros. On that even- 
ing Callahan entered the box stall occupied 
by Fernwood to see how the horse was get 
ting alongin his new quarters. Fernwood 
appeared to object to the intrnsion, for he 
put back his ears and rushed at the jockey 
with wide open mouth. The horse’s teeth 
struck on the nose and left eye, inflicting 
wounds of a painful character. Callahan 
rushed from the stall, followed by the en- 
raged horse. Several stable hands, attracted 
by the noise, rushed to the spot, none too 
soon to save the jockey’s life. With pitch- 
forks Fernwood was chased back to his stall 
and locked in, while Caflahan was removed 
to his home, where a PUGH attended to 
his injuries. 

AMERICAN rnorigns FOR EUROPE. 

Official action has been taken by the Union 
trotting clubs of Germany and Great Britain 
requiring certificates from the Secretary of 
the National Trotting Association of the 
United States as to description, breeding, 
identification and record of trotting horses 
exported from this country before they can 
be allowed to compete in their races. It is 
expected that similar action will be taken by 
the clubs of France and Italy. A competent 
and reliable gentleman has been appointed 
by the National Association to ex- 
amine and identify all horses shipped 
from the port of New York. 
These regulations will not only protect the 
European associations from ‘‘ringers’’ from 
America, but will also be a great-benefit to 
American breeders and dealers in trotting 
horses, as many inferior horses have been 
taken from this country to Europe and sold at 
exorbitant prices on the strength of false 
names, pedigrees and records. This will all 
be prevented by the regulations the European 
associations are adopting, and the result will 
be that trotters from America will bring bet- 
ter prices in Europe, as purchasers will know 
that they are not being deceived in the ani- 
mals. The American trotter is becoming 
very popular abroad. 

THE POOL BILL. 

The article in yesterday’s Post-DIsPaATcHu 
revealing the pool-sellers’ schemes for evad- 
ing the new pool bill created considerable 
discussion among the Keepers of the rooms 
and their patrons. Arthur Lyon of Furber’s 
said that there had been no course 
determined upon by the pool sellers, but ad- 
mitted that he intended to keep open his 
roomand test the law, and also admitted 
that he expected Judge Claiborne of the 
Court of Criminal Oorrection todeclare the 
law unconstitutional. This is just what the 
PosT-DISPATCH stated yesterday.

FEATS OF STRENGTH. 

Ofallthe modern Samsons now before the 
public, Louis Cyris probably the most pow- 
erful. There is little doubt but what he is the 
strongest man in the world. 

Cyr is a French Canadian, born in a little 
town named St. Jean, which is about twenty 
miles from Montreal. He was 17 years of age 
when he discovered that he was possessed of 
great strength. He happened to be out walk- 
ing one day when he came across a wagon 
load of bricks stuck inthe mud. He weighed 
at that time 240 pounds, Cyr got under the 
cart and lifted iton to solid ground. 
that moment he went around lifting nearly 
everything on which he could get a good 
hold. 

Cyr is now but 27 years of age, weighs 318 
pounds, and stands 5 feet 11% inches in 
height. He has yellow curly hair, which falls 
to his shoulders. He comes naturally by his 
marvelous strength. His mother was a power- 
ful woman who considered the carrying ofa 
barrel of flour up two flights of stairs a mere 
trifie. She weighed 265 pounds. 
tipped the scales at 220 pounds, but was not 
gifted with any remarkable weight-lifting 
ability. He has several brothers who are only 
ordinary men in the matter of strength. 

The remarkable thing about Cyr’s perform 
ances is that he uses no harness. In New York 
Oity, Dec. 20, 1868, William B. Curtis made a 
harness lift of 3,235 pounds, At Berthierville, 
Canada, Oct. 1, 1888, Cyr, without harness, 
raised 8,539 pounds of pig tron. He con- 
dently expects to lift 4,500 peunds before he 
retires. 

For two years Cyr has abstained from the 
use of liquor and tobacco. This, he says, has 
increased his lifting ability 700 pounds. He 
eats five or six pounds of meat a day and pays 
double board. Cyr’s latest and greatest lift 
was 3,993 pounds. 

At a recent exhibition given by Cyr, in 
Lewiston, Mo., he picked up a barrel of flour 
with one hand, and put it on his shoulder, as 
if it were a bundle of cotton batting. With 

one finger he raised two great dumb bells 
witha man weighing 160 pounds upon them, 
the total weight being 516 pounds. He lifted 
the bells and the man about two feet from the 
floor with the forefinger of his right hand 
only. 
ifit were rubber. His great feat of the even- 
ing was in hoisting. by his famous upward 
back lift,a platform weighing 261 pounds, 
upon which stood twenty men, whose com- 
bined weight with that of the platform, was 
8,790 pounds. He also did an equilibrist act 
with Mrs. Cyr, m which he balanced her 
clinging to a ladder, supported on his chin.
